KKENDS and holidays when

roasts, stews, hot breads and des- 


serts are ble to our so-called 
one-dish meals. But be sure to pre- 


pare plenty—just in case your 


family clamors for mote. 
Hodge-Podge 

The beef and vegetable hodge- 
podge may sound like something 
pretty ordinary, but you will 
change your mind when you try it. 
And it’s a grand way to make your 
family eat carrots and onions—and 
like them. Take 3. pounds of tender 
roasting meat, wipe, put on the fire 
with enough water to just cover it 
and~poil for one hour and a half. 
Peel % pound of onions and 2 
pounds of carrots and chop very 
fine. Select medium-sized potatoes 
and peel them, leaving whole. 

Arrange the potatoes around the 


meat and top first with the chopped’ 


onion and then with the carrots. 
Add salt, cover tightly and sim- 
mer for one hour longer. Take out 
the meat and mash the vegetables. 
Top each serving of vegetables 
with a slice of the meat,

Dutch Bread 

To make the light, crusty hot 
bread, heat 2 cups of milk until 
lukewarm, take out about 4% cup 
and add 1 cake of compressed 
yeast. Add 2 well beaten eggs. 2 
tablespoons melted butter, 14 tea- 
spoon salt and 1 cup of flour with 
the softened yeast to the remain- 
ing warm milk: Allow the mixture 
to rise until light then stir in 
another cup of flour and the grated 
rind of a lemon. The Dutch have 
special little pans for baking this 
bread, but you might grease your 
waffle iron and use it. When the 
bread is brown on both sides, 
break into sections, butter, sprinkle 
with a little sugar and stack on a 
plate. 

Apple Dumplings 

Apple dumplings? Haven’t you 
wished you could make good ones? 
There is something about the sound 
of this hearty dessert that makes 
your mouth water. 

Make a very light pastry with 2 
eure of sweet butter, 2 teaspoons 
salt, 2 cups flour and just enough 
ice water to hold together. Roll out 
very thin and cut into square 
pieces big enough to cover small 
whole apples. Peel and core the 
apples and stuff the cavity with 
sugar and cinnamon. Place each 
one in the center of a square of 
pastry, pinch the four corners to- 
gether and seal the edges by 
dampening with water and pinch- 
ing. Prick several times with a fork. 
place on a baking sheet and bake
